The 
Sinn Fein congress has ‘been meeting 
in Dublin and has been presided over 
by De Valera. 

On Saturday last a serlous develop- 
ment of the political situation occur- 
red in Egypt. The large majority of 
the members of the Egyptian pamiia- 
ment met secretly and elected Zagh- 
lul Pasha president of the Chamber 
of Deputies and pledged themselves 
to risk everything for the liberty of 
Egypt. Zaghlul Pasha is the man 
whose encouragement of anti-British 
violence when he was Prime Minis- 
ter, resulted in the assassination of 


35,000. 

Sir Robert Borden in a letter to Sir 
Edward Kemp denies that he made a 
promise that conscription would not be 
introduced during the war. He ex- 
plains that in the early part of 1916 
he stated that it was not proposed to 
introduce conscription, the reason for 
that being the excellent state of 
voluntary recruiting and the fear of 
causing a: wholesale exodus of -Ameri- 
can settlers in Western Canada, but 
later on in the year it became appar- 
ent that recruiting must be supple 
mented by conscription and he then 
refused to make a statement to tho 
effect that thie would not be done.

NIGHT TELEPHON E

Magpies have become very 
bold this winter, and I find it rather 
difficult to keep a supply of food for 
the ‘peckers and Chickadees’ with 
these greedy rascals on hand to gob- 
ble it up. I would like to feed them 
all, for the Magpie is a handsome 
fellow, and his almost human notes 
are quite cheering during the winter 
months, but I know only too well that 
he would repay my hospitality, when 
nesting time comes, ‘by taking the 
eges and young of our favorite, use- 
ful birds—so I fear it means the .22 
rifle. I am very fond of the Bine 
Jay, and while he can get away with 
a lot of food, he cannot compare with 
the greedy Magpie. ‘This spring a 
pair of Jays nested close to the house, 
and the nest wage croweded to capa- 
city with six young ones. Perhaps 
they were trying to shov me what 
could be accomplished wiih proper 
winter feeding! I only wish he ‘ore a 
better character. A Hudsonian 
Chickadee has joined the commoner 
ones at the feeding place this winter. 
They are rather rare, and only ocras- 
ionally spend the winter with us. 
Three large, handsome Hawks were 
wheeling over the woods a couple of 
days ago. They are loath <9 go this 
winter which I hope is a good sign. 
The cheeky little red squirrel causes 
me a lot of trouble also with my 
bird feel, so I try to keep him busy 
hy putting out all the apple arfd vege- 
table peelings, for he has a_ perfect 
mania for storing food. It is comiea' 
to watch him climbing a spruce tree 
with a long, red apple peeling trail- 
ing behind him, and the performance 
of getting it safely stored away among 
the needles of a thick branch. T 
would like to hear his language when 
Sammy Jay comes along and disturbs 
his precious hoards. One’ esteemed 
neighbour complained the: other day 
that his good lady and myself encour- 
aged so many birds around the places 
that they were becoming a positive 
menace. True enough, a lady Hairy 
Woodpecker bored so many holes in 
the ornamental shingles on the north 
gable of his house that she was nearly 
through into his bathroom! That 
gable looks as if a machine gun had 
been turned on it,—but—she will nev- 
er do it any more. We will be short 
of 'peckers if any more of them take 
up this study of the bathroom.

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| RED DEER DRAMATIC. |HOW CANADA'S 


_ BOARD OF TRADE 
COUNCIL, AND THE 
~ PROPOSED REMOVAL : 
OF WHOLESALE BEER: 
WAREHOUSES 


The Council of the Board of ‘Trade 
met on Friday evening. In the absence 
of the President H. Willson, W. J. 
Botterill took the chair. The Secre- 
tary, A. T. Stephenson, showed: a map 
contained in a publication issued by 
the Port of Vancouver authority. This 
was a map of the prairies, and on it 
Red Deer was shown as of equal im- 
portance from the point of view of a 
grain centre as Calgary: or Edmonton. 
On some, previous maps issued at the 
Coast Red Deer had not been shown 
at all, ‘but the Secretary had managed 
to bring home to the Vancouver peo- 
ple the real importance of Red Deer 
in the grain trade. 

Amonget the correspondence was a 
letter from Camrose enquiring as to 
the new rink being built in Red Deer. 
J. H. Hannah, of the Calgary Board 
of Trade, wrote in reply to an enquiry 
of the Secretary as to the higher 
freight rate on grain and flour from 
Red Deer to the Coast as. compared 
with the rates from Calgary and Ed- 
monton., Mr. Hannah stated that 
there appears to be a complete mud- 
dle as to the prevailing rates, and he 
advised that the Red Deer’ Board 
should have the point taken up by S. 
B. Woods, K.C., who is to represent 
the Alberta Government at the hear- 
ing in Ottawa shortly on the rates 
question. The unequal rates have 
been in existence for a considerable 
time. It was left to the Secretary to 
take the matter up with the” proper 


The Board endorsed a resolution of 
the Calgary Board of Trade to th2 
effect that if the heavy pressure of 
work on the Board of Public Utilities 
necessitated the appointment of a 
third commissioner, he ,ought to be 
an expert in financial matters. 

The question of the proposed flour 
mill was discussed shortly. It was 
suggested that Lacombe had _fore- 
stalled Red Deer in the matter by tak- 
ing up Mr. Trickey’s pnoposal and 
guaranteeing the raising of the neces- 
sary money, but Mr. Welliver point- 
ed out that his information was that 
Lacombe had done exactly what Red 
Deer had done—made enquiries and 
decided that for the present it was 
impracticable to raise the money 
needed. 

It was agreed that at the next lun- 
cheon of the Board an effort should 
be made to get a apeaker from Cal- 
gary, who could give a comprehensive 
account of the recent convention of 
the Boards of Trade of all Canada 
held in Winnipeg. 
| The Council then took up the ques- 
tion of the proposed-removal of the 
wholesale beer warehouses from Red 
Deer. It ‘had been intimated through 
thé press that Mr. Dinning, the Com- 
missioner, contemplates 
these warehouses from all places ex- 
cept the cities of Calgary, Edmonton, 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, and 
handling beer at all other places 
through the official liquor vendors. 
Drumheller has passed a resolution 
protesting against this proposal. 
Messrs. Gilfoy, of the Calgary Brew- 
ing Company, and Urch, of the Leth. 
bridge Breweries, were present and 
addressed the Council on the ques- 
tion. Mr. Gilfoy pointed out that the 
change was proposed by Mr. Dinning 
after seeing the system in force in 
| British Columbia. Mr. Gilfoy had his 
doubte about the soundness of that 
system. He asked if there had been 
any complaints from either the City 
or the Provincial Police as to the 
management of the business by the 
two local warehouses. The Chairman 
and Secretary assured Mr. Gilfoy that 
that there had been no- complaints 
whatever. Mr. Gilfoy went on to 
point out that the removal of the ware- 
houses wouid mean the losa to the 
City of five men constantly employed 
and the vacation of two sets of prem- 

ises. This would mean a consider- 
able loss in wages spent in the City 
and in taxes. He stated that the 
hotel men did not want the change t) 
be made, and that it could not he 
made without an amendment of the 
existing act of the Alberta  Legie- 
lature. Mr. Urch concurred in what 
Mr. Gilfoy had said. In Nis view it 
was the allegations of bootlegging vy 
the warehouses which had given rise 
to the proposal for their removal, but 
there was no foundation for these 
allegations as far as Red Deer was 
concerned. 

Mr. Hogg said that as far as the 
moral question was concerned, there 
seemed to be little difference hetween 
men buying beer from warehouses or 
from the official vendor. Mr. Urch 
pointed out that there was neither ob- 
ject nor profit in bootlegging by the 
warehouses. R. B. Welliver thought 
that the important point was that 
Red Deer was being discriminated 
against, since it was both a city and 
an important distributing point, and 
ought not to ‘be treated differently 
from Calgary or other citiee. He 
favoured a committee of three to 
draft a resolution of protest. It was 
felt that it was not appropriate to 
approach the City Council to support 
the resolution. Fred Turnbull had 
some doubts on the subject and was 
not disposed to support giving the 
committee power to draft and for- 
ward the resolution. He wanted fur- 
ther information. Messrs. Greig and 
Brazier indicated their support « 
the resolution cf protest, and the 
Chairman agreed with Mr. Welliver’s 
standpoint. Fred: Turnbull suggestec 
that Mr. Dinning’s proposal was the 
result of his investigation, and findin- 
that bad conditions existed in con- 
nection with these warehouses. The 
Secretary thought that if there were 
such bad conditions anywhere, they 
were in the cities which it was not 
proposed to touch in this connection 
He rather felt that Mr. Dinning had 
made public his proposals in order to 
see what the people felt about them, 
and that therefore this resolution 
should be passed and sent on at 
once to give him the necessary infor 
mation. After further discussion it 
was left to Messrs. Welliver and Hogg 
to draft a resolution of protest anc 
submit it to the next meeting of the 
Council,

FATAL ACCIDENT AT

With 
assistance the injured man was got 
out from underneath the rock, and 
was taken by train to Nordegg Hos- 
pital, but he died there in the even- 
ing. An inquest was held by R. Gee, 
the Coroner, and a verdict returned 
of accidental death, there being no 
blame attributable to anybody in the 
matter.

HOW WOOD'S CHRISTIAN HOMES 
FOR ORPHAN AND NEEDY CHILD- 
REN WERE FIRST STARTED 


In the year 1915, in the little town 
of Innisfail, in the Province of Alber- 
ta, the Wood's Christian Home _ for 
fatherless and motherlese children 
first found its existence. 

Innisfail had as one of its pastors 
the Rev. George Wood, who previous 
to his coming to Canada had been in 
active work inthe Quarrier Institutes 
in Scotland. There he had become ac. 
quainted with the probleme: of caring 
for the parentless and neglected 
child. It soon became evident to him 
that here in this new.land, with its 
scattered population ‘and growing 
towns and cities, there were many sad 
cases that needed’ just such an insti- 
tution as that from which he had 
come. His investigationea revealed 
the fact, that of all the churches and 
fraternal orders in the Province, the 
Roman Catholics were the only ones 
making any provision for thelr or- 
phan and needy children. 

The Beginning of the Home 

Various distressing cases had come 
to his notice during his pastorate in 
Ynnisfail, which had led him to pro- 
pose the formation of an orphanage 
in Alberta. Shortly after the propo- 
sition had been made, Mr. Wood met 
a soldier about to leave for active ser. 
vice, who accosted him, saying: “1 
understand that you are building an 
orphanage.” Mr. Wood replied, “No, 
it’s only a proposal.” “Well,” said 
the man, “I wish you were. My wife 
died yesterday in Red Deer hospital, 
and I have two little children, and 
what I am going to do with them I 
don’t know.” The inSpiration came to 
Mr. Wood that here was the begin- 
ning of his Home, and he said “I'll 
take them,” and take them he did, to 
his own home, and ag others came, to 
a larger home, until even that _be- 
came too full; and thus commenced 
the work that has grown into the in- 
stitution, known throughout the Pro- 
vince, as the Wood’s Christian Homes.

EAL QUESTION 


‘sider. and discuss’ the purchase. of the 
Western General wag held last ‘Wed- 
nesday. evening, in the city ‘hall... The 
interest of: the- people was shown by 
the fact that the “hall. was ‘crowded. 
At the outset, Mayor Johns again ‘sug- 
gested that somebody other ‘than him- 
self should ‘be chosen: as: chairman, 
and W..E. Lord was unanimously. ask- 
ed to take the chair. He called upon 
the Mayor to read a copy: of the by- 
law:which had been published locally, 
and thig the’Mayor did. ‘The by-law 
simply. provided for the raising . of 
$85,000 to buy the Western- General 
plant, by means of debentures carry- 
ing interest at 644 per cent. and: re. 
payable by annual installments in the 
next 30 years. The Mayor ‘then ex- 
plained the situation, going over to 
some extent the same ground as on 
the previous meeting. He reminded 
his hearers of the proceedings which 
had Jed up to the arbitration and. em- 
phagized the point that this was 
simply the arbitration provided for 
by the franchise to be held in 1927 
but. which had been now held in ad- 
vance of the ordinary time. The 
city, ‘the said, were doing their shave 
of the agreement which they hac 
made with the company by submitting 
a by-law for purchase as soon as thc 
arbitration had fixed the price. The 
city’s object in submitting the by-law 
was to get away from the perpetua! 
franchise. -He reminded the people 
that if the by-law were not passed on 
this occasion, the next opportunity to 
do eo would not come until 1937. Ex 
clusive franchises for more than 1! 
years at any rate were out of date 
Further, it was necessary to arrang: 
for proper water supply for the future. 
since the present pumping contract 
expired in 1928 and would certainly 
not be renewed at the present rates 
by the company. At the last legis- 
lative session of the ‘Province munici- 
palities were given the right to give 
bonuses to industrial undertakings in 
the form of preferential power rates 
At the present moment, that could not 
be done by the City under their fran- 
chise. Red Deer was becoming a de. 
sirable centre for the investment of 
outside capital, but they would lose 
the chance of such investment ff the: 
could not offer cheap power. The fa 
that another company was offering t’ 
buy out the Western General at ¢ 
higher price than the City woul¢ 
have to pay was evidence that thr 
purchase was good business. (He wae 
certain that the purchase would no’ 
lead to increased taxation. Th 
Council wished the’ ratepayers tc 
have all the facts ‘before them, anc 
therefore had asked Mr. R. A. Brown 
of the Calgary City Power and Ligh 
Department, to come there to answer 
any technical questions, and he urgee 
anybody who wished for informatior 
to ask their questions without hes’ 
tation. He further reminded them 
that the passing of the by-law woul: 
be no obstacle to the City’s negotiating 
with any other company for the sc’ 
ing of power, but he could assure 
them that as far as he -was concern? 
no such company would be given ur 
exclusive franchise. 

The chairman then called upon Mr. 
Brown to address the meeting. Mr 
Brown said that he was pleascd to 
see such public interest in thie impor-. 
tant question. He considered the 
result of the arbitration a fair one. 
He himself was an out and out be- 
liever in public ownership of utilities 
As to the price fixed by the arbitra- 
tion, the fairness of it was proved by 
the offer of another large company tc 
pay more than the commission hac 
fixed. This was also an argument in 
the direction of showing that the un- 
dertaking will pay. Some people were 
doubtful as to whether the city coulr 
operate the undertaking efficiently 
That cry has been used everywhere in 
Canada when municipal ownership 
was firet started. He gave the story 
of the city of Toronto’s experiences, 
which in its first year contracted for 
50,000 H.P., an amount which the op- 
ponents of the acheme said was gross- 
ly excessive, yet last year, ‘Toronto 
and its surrounding districts were 
using 700,000 H.P. and had invested 
in their plant $240.000,000 and ha: 
earned a surplus of three quarter mi! 
lion dollars. The plant which Torontc 
had built, and which was at first de- 
nounced as being too large, ‘had now 
been found considerably too small, 
and $5,000,000 were being spent this 
year on an auxiliary steam plant. 

In Winnipeg, in 1911, the electric 
railway company was supplying light 
and power to the city and charged 9c 
for it. The city of Winnipeg unsuc- 
cessfully protested against this rate 
and proceeded to build their own 
plant, the result of which was that 
they at first reduced the rate to 3 
and 1-3c. On their lfirst year they lost 
$83,000, but by 1920 they had built up 
a reserve fund of $11,000,000. They 
had made a profit in that year of 
$180,000 and the peak load of their 
plant had risen from 14,000 to 45,00’ 
H.P. By 1924 they had an investment 
of $19,000,000 with a eurplus of $110, 
000 and a peak load of 64,000 H.P. 

The city of Calgary in 1905 was 
paying 18c to a private company and 
decided to go ir for its own plant. 
and in the first year they reduced th« 
charges from 18c to 14c and had a 
surplus of $6,000. Their present rate 
for light was 10c and for power 2c to 
.90c. They ‘had a reserve of $1,200. 
000 and up to date had made in profits 
$407,000. All these things went to 
prove ithe possibility of successful 
municipal ownership. He was not 
able to gay when ‘hydro-electric power 
would be available for Red Deer. Per- 
haps it would come sooner than was 
thought, but if they owned their fran 
chise, the city would be in a positior 
to deal with anybody. He believed 
that the present proposal to purchase 
was sound and would result satisfac. 
torily. It would not cost the citizens 
a dollar in taxes. 

The Chairman and the Mayor press- 
ed for questions to Mr. Brown, but 
none were forthcoming from the audi- 
ence. The Mayor said that he knew 
there were wild statements going 
round, and that this was the time and 
place to make any statements or ask 
any questions and not after the meet: 
ing was over at the street corners. 
W. J. Botterill said that he had no 
doubt as to where he stood on _ the 
question, but he would like to know 
who the other company wae which 
had made some offer to the city and 
what the possibilities of hydro-electric 
power were. In reply the Mayor said 
that he ‘had expected some such ques. 
tion which was quite a proper one. 
He considered that the proposals 
which the city had received were not 
well-timed and had even been delb 


‘ befog’ people's: minds,’ He referred .to 


ade at that.time in.order. to 
the = letter from “ the Northwestern 
the interview: which the Council had 
had with Mr. “Yorath: of that’ ~“com- 
pany, who had made verbal proposals 
to the Council, “He'did not know why 
the proposale were made. at such a 
time, especially since Mr.. Yorath had 
said ‘that: they’ would make, exactly 
the same ‘offer to the Council ‘if the 
by-law was passed. ‘He then read the 


letter of the Northern Utilities Com- 


mission: 

Northwestern Utilities Limited, Nat- 
ural Gas Service, 103rd St. and Jasper 
Ave., Edmonton, November 16, 1925. 
‘His Worship the Mayor and Aldermen, 
City of Red Deer 
Red Deer, Alta. 

Gentlemen:— 

With further reference to my. inter- 
view with you on Friday last in respect 
to a proposal to supply your city with 
electrical energy for lght and power, 
allow me, at the outset, to express re- 
gret at the delay in its submission, due 
to the fact that I was not aware a 
bylaw would. be submitted to the bur- 
gesses at such an early date as ‘the 
twenty-third inst. 

My associates have for some time 
considered the submission of a pro- 
posal to your city, but have refrained 
from doing so during the arbitration 
proceedings between the City and the 
Western General Electric Co. Hearing 
that the bylaw was about to be sub- 
mitted, we approached Mr. Moore to 
ascertain if he was desirous of dispos- 
‘ng of the property in case the people, 
vy their vote on the twenty-third, ex- 
pressed themselves against public 
ownership. We have therefore enter- 
ed into a conditional agreement with 
Mr. Moore, ie., that if the bylaw is not 
carried by the requisite majority, we 
will, subject to your approbation, 
acquire and continue the operation of 
the property, but will be prepared to 
enter into an agreement with the City 
or allow, if necessary, a new franchise 
to be submitted to the people contain- 
Ing the following provisions:— 

(a) Term. A franchise to be granted 
for a term of ten years, renewable for 
periods of ten years. The City to have 
the right, by giving one year’s notice, 
to take over the property at a valua- 
tion to be agreed upon at the termina- 
tion of any ten-year period. 

(b) Rates, etc. Resicence and com- 
effect immediately the following 
schedule:— 

First 100 k.w. hours, per month, 16¢ 
per k.w. hour. 

Next 100 k.w.h., per month, 14¢ per 
k.w.h. 

Next 100 k.w.h., per month, 12¢ per 
k.w.h. 

Remainder, at 10¢ per k.w.h, 

Minimum, $1. Meter rent 25¢ per 
month. 

If you compare this carefully with 
your present rate, you will find that it 
effects a saving of about 20 per cent 
to the electric Nght consumers. The 
present Company has a few electric 
Ught customers, who, for special rea- 
sons, are securing special rates, and 
we would propose to also give special 
electric Nghting rates where the con- 
ditions of load, etce., warrant them. 


Power Rates 


It is a very difficult matter to adopt 
a standard power schedule which will 
meet all the varying conditions of 
power load, and we realize that there 
are special conditions such as time 
when power is taken, amount of power, 
steadiness of load, etc., which warrant 
special rates. For these reasons we 
would prefer not to give a definite 
power schedule until we have had 
more opportunity to study the power 
conditions of any prospective customer. 
However, we are informed that during 
your rate case, the experts there, in- 
cluding Mr. Cunningham and Mr. 
Brown, recommended the following:— 
First 150 k.w.h., per month, 12¢ k.w.h. 
Next 150 k.w.h., per month, 10¢ k.w.h. 
Next 200 k.w.h., per month, 8¢ k.w.h. 
Remainder 6¢ k.w.h. 
Minimum $2 per h.p. per month. 
Discount if paid promptly, 10 per cent. 

We are willing, if you wish, to adopt 
the above rate schedule with the addi- 
tion, however, that we would reduce 
the minimum per h.p. from $2 to $1.50. 
We would also, however, ask the priv- 
ilege of again giving special lower 
rates to power customers whose condi- 
tion of load were such as to warrant 
such lower rates. We would also re- 
mind you that in a sense, electric 
power is a competitive business with 
steam, gasoline or oil engine plants, 
and that while it may be best to adopt 
a standard schedule as much as pos- 
sible, it would be to everyone’s ad- 
vantage not to tie the Company's 
hands in meeting competition and in 
giving low rates where they considered 
these rates were warranted. 

Power Rates for City Pumping - 

We have gone into this matter very 
carefully and secured all the informa- 
tion which we could at the _ present 
plant, and also studied the various re- 
ports and evidence at your recent rate 
and valuation hearings. We may say 
that we have also consulted the city 
engineer of Edmonton, and others, all 
of whom agree that a city of the size 
of Red Deer, at this latitude, should 
use not more than 100 gallons of water 
per capita per day; and assuming a 
population of 2,500, your normal water 
daily consumption should be not more 
than 250,000 imperial gallons. While it 
is not possible to accurately measure 
your actual consumption during last 
year, we believe that you are using 
somewhat in excess of this amount. 

Our proposal to you is that the city 
replace the steam pumps with motor- 
driven centrifugal pumps, suitable to 
supply the city’s water requirements. 
We would be responsible for the 
maintenance and upkeep of these 
pumps, and would operate them as 
part of our power plant. For the ser- 
vice thus suppled the city, we would 
propose the following:— 


Water Pumping Rate Schedule 
(Off peak) 

First 3,000 k.w.h., per month, 6¢ k.w.h. 
Next 3,000 k.w.h., per month, 5¢ k.w.h. 
Next 3,000 k.w.h. per month, 4%¢ k.w.h. 
Remainder 4¢ k.w.h. 

The advantages of the above sched- 
ule will, we feel sure, appeal to you. 
We believe you will find that even at 
your present consumption, and at the 
higher rates—which would be in effect 
until you build your storage reservoir 
—the schedule submitted would be to 
your advantage. If, however, you 
assume anormal consumption of water 
in Red Deer, which can be obtained 
by necessary care of your system and 
in controlling the use of water by your 
customers, and if you decide to install 
the reservoir as suggested, and secure 
the lower rate, we believe the actual 
saving to the city will be very con- 
siderable. 


Street Lighting 

We would propose, 28 soon as pos- 
sible, to change the present multiple 
street lighting system to a modern 
series system. Our proposal to you in 
this case is that we will change the 
present 200 watt (233 c.p.) multiple 
lamps to 260 cp. series 


‘Utilities Corporation’: and «mentioned |, 


mercial lighting. We offer to put into’ 


charge you your present rate paid for 
200 watt lamps, which is $65 per lamp 
per annum. We will also change the 
present 400 watt (533 cp.) multiple 
lamps to 500 c.p. series lamps, and 
charge you for these alsoat the same 
price as you now pay for your 400 watt 
lamps—that is, $105 per lamp per an- 
num. 

The above rates for street lighting 
are to be for the same 


May I point out that if we acquire 
and operate the property, it is our in- 
tention to use Red Deer as a centre for 
distribution to other points, the larger 
undertaking enabling us to secure 
more economical operation, which will 
be to the advantage of the city and the 
company’s consumers. 

May I also point out that the amount 
of money provided for in the bylaw to 
be voted on on the 28rd inst is only 
sufficient to acquire the property as it 
now stands, and the tnventory of ma- 
terial not included in the award of the 
Board of Public Utility Commission - 
ers. 

Sufficient provision is not being 
made for the installation of a new 
plant and equipment, and, in conse- 
quence, the _ present uneconomical 
operation will be continued and the 
consumers will continue to pay the 
present high rates. 

Eventually a new plant will have to 
be installed, and then a further bylaw 
providing for additional expenditures 
will have to be submitted to the people. 

A suggestion has been made that the 
hydro-electric development at Spray 
Lakes will provide the necessary elec- 
trical current. If the Provincial and 
Dominion Governments have already 
given their consent for this develop- 
ment, it would take at least two years 
before Red Deer could be supplied 
from this source, and in the mean- 
time, the city would have to put up 
with inefficient operation of its plant. 

If we are allowed to operate the 
plant and hydro-electric development 
is made a practical possibility, we will 
be glad to purchase power and give 
our consumers the advantage of any 
reduction in cost of operation. 

I wish to assure you, and through 
you the people of Red Deer, that if we 
should acquire the electric light and 
power utility, our main endeavor will 
be to give adequate and continuous 
service at reasonable cost.

There was another proposal before 
the city and the fact of this second 
proposal showed that Red Deer was 
regarded as a strategic point in the 
power distribution in the province. 
In his opinion the Northern Utilities 
Corporation, the capital of which was 
mainly American, has for long been 
trying to control the electrical and 
power developments of the province. 
If the Spray Lakes proposal or any 
other scheme in the south of Alberta 
were to be proceeded with in order to 
supply power and light to the nor. 
thern part of the province, Red Deer 
and Wetaskiwin were the only places 
on the way north which would need 
quantities worth such companies’ while 
to supply. This meant a competition 
between the two companies to get 
control in Red Deer, which was a 
reason for the city buying and there- 
after bargaining with them. He men- 
tioned that the capital of the second 
company was British capital. This 
second company was the Calgary Pow: 
er company which supplied  hydro- 
electric power to Calgary. He then 
read the letter of the company, and in 
explanation mentioned that since last 
June the City Council has been trying 
to keep in touch with hydro-electric 
development, He could not believe 
that the Northern Utilities Company 


did not know that the vote on the by- 


law was going to be taken on the 23rd, 
since it was tha business of the com. 
pany'é representative to know such 
things. If these companies could op- 
erate the city’s plant or supply power 
more cheaply than the city could, he 
would be in favour of selling to them, 
but.the essential point was to get con. 
trol and then talk business. The 
letter was as follows:

We would prefer not to have 
written you at this time regarding a 
hydro-electric supply, since the pre- 
sent issue on which you are voting 
should be considered by itself. 

We understand, however, that other 
interests have made-you an offer and 
therefore we feel that you should 
know that the Calgary Power Co. is 
prepared to construct a line to Red 
Deer during the year 1926, in accord- 
,;ance with telegram received yesterday 
jfrom our managing director in Mon- 
_treal, reading as follows:— 

“Mr. Killam has read our telegraphic 
correspondence and authorized, me to 
inform you that, subject to necessary 
arrangements and _ contracts being 
completed with towns of Didsbury, 
Olds, Innisfail and Red Deer, the Cal- 
gary Power Co. are willing to con- 
struct transmission line to Red Deer 
during the year 1926.

He 
wished to compliment the Council also 
on the way that they had carried th 
people with them, as he believed they 
had done, since it looked as if the 
City were about to adopt public own. 
ership. He wished them all] success 
in the venture. He had only to say 
that if they dealt with another com. 
pany, they should be very careful as 
to their franchise, and if they gave a 
franchise they should stick to their 
bargain, make no complaint, and play 
the game. He himself had tried to 
do that. (Applause). 

The Mayor added that the Calgary 
Power Company had submitted tenta- 
tive figures as to rates which were 
along the lines of those already given 


and the Calgary Power Company was 
that the Northern Utilities Corpora- 
tion wanted a franchise, the Calgary 
Power Company did not. Mr. Brown, 
in a few words, expressed the opin- 
fon, that the ‘Mayor and Council had 
dealt with this matter most efficiently 
and deserved the confidence of the 
citizens. W. J. Stephenson asked 
who were entitled to vote on the 23rd. 
Commissioner Stephenson, in answer, 
said that it was owners of property 
on the last assessment roll whose 
property was assessed at $400.00 and 
upwards, provided that their names 
were on the roll. A man and wife in 
no case were both assessed for the 
same property unless they were abso- 
lutely joint owners and there were no 
such cases in Red Deer. The voting 
list for school by-laws was different 
and there was evident doubt in the 
minds of the Government as to who 
were entitled to vote on such school 
by-laws. The last ruling of the 
Attorney-General’s department had 
‘been that all resident ratepayers could 
vote. It took in almost everybody in 
the city. He thought that this was 
wrong, but he could not interfere 
with it. The adjournment of the 
meeting was then moved, and the 
proceedings terminated with the sing- 
ing of the National Anthem.

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THE WESTERN GENERAL 

BY-LAW VOTE 


The overwhelming majority in 
favour of the by-law for the purchase 
of the Western Genera) undertaking 
was most satisfactory. It indicates 
almost entire unanimity in favour of 
the purchase on the part of the rate- 
payers. Whatever the eventual out- 
come of the purchase may be, there 
can be no suggestion that it wae rush- 
ed through without the full approval 
of the people. The Council are to be 
ie congratulated on the manner in 
which they have dealt with this ques: 
‘ tion. They deserved to earn the con- 
Fiat fidence of the people by the open and 
frank way in which they laid the 
question before them, and the vote of 
Monday showed that ‘the people had 
responded by giving them their cont- 
‘dence. 

A word of caution may now be add- 
ed. The passing of the by-law does 
not mean that the problem of the 
city’s light amd power supply is for- 
ever solved satisfactorily, and that 
an era of great prosperity is about to 
open. It merely meane that a source 
of constant friction and dissatisfaction 
has been removed, and the city has 
added another responsibility to ths 
shoulders of its Council and Commis- 
stoners. If they can deal successfully 
with that new responsibility—and 
there ig no reason to anticipate that 
they cannot—there should bea steady 
improvement in the position of the 
city, even though it may be slow. The 
crux of the problem is the engage- 
ment of an efficient manager of the 
t light and power plant. There is no 
t doubt he can be got, and if the Coun- 
i cil and Commissioners show the same 
readiness to avail themselves of really 
experienced advice in this respect, 
f as they have in respect to ihe desira- 
bility of purchase, he will be got. 
Then, further, there is the question of 
the two big companies which have in- 
dicated a wish to take over the sup- 
ply of light and -power to the city in 
some way or other. That problem can 
safely be left to the Council to con- 
Y sider in due course. They have 
handled the matter wisely so far, and 
will no doubt continue to do so here- 
after.

had been kidnapped and kept in a

For a considerable time 
things have not been going well in 
Australia. The Labour Party has 
been very aggressive. It -has ‘held 
power at one time or another both in 
the Federal Parliament and in the 
state legislatures, and it has not 
shown itself conspicuously capable or 
temperate. It hag been luke-warm, ‘if 
not hostile to the crucial problem of 
immigration, and it has quite failed 
to curb or even to oppose the extrem- 
ist sections, which ‘have , defied the 
arbitration laws of the country, and 
have brought trade almost to a stand- 
still at times by the seamen’s strikes. 
Mr. Bruce, the present Prime Minis- 
ter, is a man with a fine war record, 
and a wide outlook. He refused to 
truckle to the extremists, and he de- 
fined the election issue as one of or- 
der against anarchy. In the result he 
has been supported by the country, 
and the Labour Party has met with a 
severe rebuff. : 

The position of organized labour 
all over the world is very interesting 
at the present moment. Slowly and 
painfully the working classes of the 
great white nations have been’ win- 
ning their way up from the posi- 
tion of depression and hardship, 
which they had to endure in the ‘first 
decades of the industrial period. They 
had undoubtedly a just cause. On- 
doubtedly, also, they had a difficult 
battle to fight against active ‘hostility 
and passive indifference. Slowly they 
gained ground until it seemed as if 
they had victory within their grasp. 
In the war crisis they made great 
strides forward, and came almost to 
dictate terme to the other classes in 
the various nations. Then inthe hour 
of victory it seemed and it seems as 
if victory was to be lost by a failure 
of judgment, arrogance, and selfish- 
ness equal to that from which ‘they 
they themselves had suffered in the 
recent past. The Russian story ig all 
too well known. In Hungary Bela 
Kun and his communists in the course 
of a few weeks did such damage to 
the Labour cause as it may not re 
cover from for years. In Italy the 
Socialist seizure of the factories and 
the violence and anarchy which ac- 
companied it, provoked the Fascist 
reaction, which has established un- 
veiled dictatorship scorning almost 
the forms of popular government. In 
Germany the labour parties showed 
themselves on the whole both more 
moderate and more patriotic than in 
most countries, but they also showed 
themselves more incapable, so that 
German labour has lost rather than 
gained ground in the last few years. 
jIn Great Britain the labour cause 
seems to be trembling in the balance. 
In their brief period of government 
the Labour Party gained a great deal 
in general reputation by their moder. 
ation and capacity, but in the last 
days of office and since they quitted 
office they have either lost some of 
that reputation, or have come into 
grave danger of losing it through the 
action of their own extremists. The 
recent labour conferences in Great 
Britain showed the official Labour 
Party resolutely opposed to these 
extremists and to the communists, but 
there seems to be a suspicion in the 
minds of the people of Great Britain 
that when it comes to the crisis, the 
moderate men will not be able to con- 
trol the situation. Hence tthe rise 
and growth in Britain of the Fasciati 
and the O.M.S., which means the Or. 
ganization for the Maintenance of 
Services, a voluntary ‘body intended 
to carry on the essential public ser: 
vices of the country in the event of 
a general strike of any great body of 
workers. 

It will be a disaster for the civiliz. 
ed world if its labour parties really 
lose the confidence of their fellow 
citizens. Nothing can be said in de- 
fence of the industrial conditions of 
last century. They were not only a 
disgrace to the countries where they 
existed. They were also a weakness 
and a menace to those countries. Yet 
if labour is going to try to use its 
hard-won gains merely to tyrannise 
over other classes; if it is going to be 
essentially untrue to its name, and to 
promote not labour but subsidised 
loafing, then it will surely lose that 
confidence. It will raise up against 
iteelf hosts of enemies, and the end 
may be all over the world what has 
already been reached in Russia, Italy, 
and Spain—the extinction of even the 
beginnings of better things for tho 
manual workers in respect of politic 
al rights or industrial couditions. 

In British countries that is not 
likely to happen. Moderation and 
common-sense will probably gain the 
day, but the result is not so certain 
as to make the situation other than 
well worth watching. We have not

THE DOMINION 
ECONOMIC CONFERENCE 


The great economic conference 
which was held last week in Winni- 
peg may be the beginning of a highly 
important movement in Canada. The 
net result of the conference is the 


Trade, intended to serve a@ a_ per: 
manent body charged with the duty 
of studying all the trade questions of 
the Dominion, and doing everything 
possible in the way of advice and ac- 
tion towards promoting the economic 
welfare of Canada. It is meant to be 
a concentration or pooling of the best 
business brains of the country. That 
should be an excellent thing. No 
doubt in theory Parliament ought to 
be able to look after the country’s 
trade interests, but Parliament ‘has 
other duties and, moreover, Parlia- 
ment is constantly harassed by “poli- 
tical” considerations, in the bad 
sense that that term has come to ac: 
quire. That is to say, the struggle for 
government office and power warps 
the view of the members with respect 
to the problems that come _ ‘before 
them for consideration. The new body 
should be free from that defect, al- 
though, of course, it is inevitable that 
considerations of local and sectional 
advantage will play their part in it. 
For inetance, the prairie representa- 
tives will still regard the completion 
of the Hudson's Bay railway with 
quite different eyes to those of the 
Montreal business representatives. 

Some of the resolutions passed are 
of essential value, and if properly 
brought home to the Dominion Gov. 
ernment, whatever its composition 
and political colour, should have 
weight with that government. The 
conference evidently regarded the 
immigration question as one of the 
chief, if not the chief problem before 
Canada. Without immigration on a 
large scale to reinforce ihe ordinary 
increase by births, the growth of 
Canada must be slow, and the waste 
places must remain empty for long 
years. The conference gave no en- 
couragement to those who hold that 
because there ia no immediate super. 
fluity of opportunities for profitable 
work, a check should be put on im- 
migration. It realised that immigra- 
tion properly directed is the one way 
to create opportunities for work in 
Canada. 

The desirability of an expert exam- 
ination of the question of national 
economy was another excellent recom 
mendation of the Conference. If a 
really impartial commission can be 
appointed, and can present practical 
recommendations, citizens will have 
something definite to go on when con. 
sidering the promises of economy, 
which at present are go lavishly and 
so very very vaguely made by poli 
tical candidates and members. At 
present the average citizen can only 
look at the taxes which he has to pay 
and feel that there is something 
wrong, but he cannot tell what it is, 
or where the remedy is to be found. 

The question of imperial trade is a 
huge one. It will demand the very 
best men the Dominion Board can 
find, but it will repay their study. It 
is fairly obvious that the British Em- 
pire has resources sufficient to give 
a sufficient livelihood to all its peo 


ples with proper organization. If} yet got a great industrial problem in 
the new Board can confer with the}|Canada.

THE RED DEER NEWS, RED DEER, 


CITY COUNCL 


The regular meeting. of the city 
Council was held on Monday night. | 
Mayor Johns ‘preaided and there were 
present all the Aldermen except | 
Alderman Snell. The Commissioner 
also was present. 

Correspondence was read from H. 
K. Byers asking for a lease of lots 
26-27, Block E, Parkvate, adjoining 
his own residence, for the purpose of 
keeping a small fox farm. Mr. Byers 
was present and explained that he 
had interviewed the medical health 
officer, Dr. Sanders, as to there being 
any risk of annoyance to residents 
through the smell from the foxes, and 
Dr. Sanders had assured him that he 
had seen several of these farms and, 
where they were well looked after 
and kept clean, there was no smell. 
Mr. Byers explained that he intended 
to keep only three pairs at the ut- 
most. After a little discussion, it was 
decided to grant a lease of the lots at 
a rent of $5.00 for the first year and 
$10.00 for the second, subject to the 
place being kept perfectly clean to 
the constant satisfaction of the med- 
ical health officer. 

The secretary-treasurer of Camrose, 
wrote for information as to the 
licensing of hawkers and _ transient 
traders, which the ‘Commigsioner 
sent. A second letter from Camrose 
pointed out that the Fuller Brush Com- 
pany’s agent had to pay a_ license 
there and also at Fort Saskatchewan, 
where there had been some difficulty 
about the enforcement of the license. 
The Commissioner, however, inform- 
ed the Council that Calgary had sum- 
moned the Company’s agent’ there 
for doing business without a license. 
He wae fined in the magistrate’s 
court, but the company appealed and 
won their case. This principle ap- 
plies to all companies doing business 
under the Foreign ‘Companies Act in 
Alberta with a Dominion charter. 

The secretary-treasurer of the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities wrote 
regarding the convention to be hel? 
in Calgary on the 8rd and 4th of De- 
cember, asking that the City should 
send representatives. Amongst the 
other subjects for consideration are 
the draft bill to stabilize assessments 
and the over-lapping of provincia’ 
and municipal police. It was decided 
that the Commissioner should go _ to 
the convention and the Mayor also if 
he could arrange it. Another letter 
from the Union of Municipalities en- 
closed a copy of the proposed act to 
stabilize assessments and reported as 
to a meeting held in Edmonton at 
which the representatives of the rail- 
way companies were present and the 
government was represented. The 
government had intimated that thev 
proposed to take up this matter at 
the next session of the ‘legislature. 
The Board of Public Utilities wrote 
giving a lfinal approval to the cancel- 
lation of part of the subdivision of 
Mount Royal. This amounts to about 
41 and 1-3 acres. Alderman Galbraith 
enquired whether on the whole the re- 
sults of these cancellations had yet 
paid for the cost of them. The Com- 
missioner was not quite certain as to 


this point. W. Ross Alger Co., of Ed- |" 


monton, wrote that they had a client 
who might be willing to offer for the 
whole of the debentures to be issued 
for the purchase of the Western Gen- 
eral at a price above the regular mar- 
ket one, in which case the sale must 
be a private one. The Council agreed 
that they could not consent to a pri- 
vate sale. In answer to a question 
the Commissioner thought that the 
price to be got for these debentures 
would make the rate of {interest about 
6%. 

The Western Canada Fire Under 
writers’ Association wrote that the 
fire insurance rates were not going 
to be raised im Red Deer, as appeared 
to be feared by the Council from the 
terms of the last letter from the 
Association to the city. It was the 
opinion in the Council that the Com- 
missioner should make an effort to 
get lower rates on dwelling houses in 
the City. 

The Department of Delinquent 
Children wrote that Mrs. Poteet had 
now been resident in Red Deer for a 
year and the City would therefore 
be responsible for one half of her 
mother’s allowance. The Commie. 
sioner read a letter which she had 
gent ‘to Mayor Johns asking for an 
increase in her allowance. He stated 
that Chief Streatfield had looked into 
the case and did not recommend an 
increase. 

There was some feeling in the 
Counci? that people were deliberately 
moving over from North Red Deer in- 
to the City in order to claim relief 
frou the City but it did not seem pos- 
sible to suggest any means of preven- 
tion. 

Mr. Culford, of the Empresa 
Theatre, was present, and asked the 
Council whether they could give him 
any protection from competition in 
the city in his line of business utnil 
the spring, when he intended to build 
a proper theatre, after that he was 
not afraid of any competition, but his 
present theatre was not well situated 
for competing with any other moving 
picture show. He also wanted to be 
given the right to put an electric sign 
across the sidewalk ‘on Gaetz Ave., 
near Mayor Johns’ store, to attract 
attention to his theatre. In answer 
to a question, Mr. Culford said that 
he understood there was a possibility 
of another moving picture place being 
started in the old Brody store. He 
considered that it was quite impoe- 
sible for two moving picture theatres 
to be operated at a profit in Red 
Deer. The Mayor pointed out that 
the Council would not give any abs»- 
lute protection against competition but 
permission was granted to erect the 
sign as requested, subject to the dis- 
cretion of the Commissioners. 

The Department of Municipal Af 
fairs wrote expressing regret that a 
circular letter of theirs to the differ. 
ent municipalities, complaining of de- 
lay in sending in the supplementary 
revenue tax, should havc been sent to 
Red Deer, since the remittances of 
the tax from Red Deer had been made 
most regularly. The Deputy Minis- 
ter, in passing through ‘Red Deer, hac 
gone out of his way. to express his re. 
gret to Mr. Stephenson and to pay 
him a considerable compliment = on 
the promptness with which he attend. 
ed to this matter. 

The secretary-treasurer of Cardston 
wrote inquiring as to the electric light 
franchise in the city on the ground 
that Cardston is considering givine 
franchise to the Northwestern Utill- 
ties Cémpany or alternatively adopt- 
ing the municipal ownership of a 
new plant. It was left to the Commis. 
sioner to state the situation in the 
city.

By-law 620, to grant exemption 
from taxation for church property 
under certain conditions, as agreed 
by the Council, was passed. 

By-law 621, to authorize the sale of 
certain property to Mr. Gudmundson, 
was passed. This property was Mr. 
Gudmundson’s own house, which had 
passed to the City for taxes and 
which he now wished to redeem. The 
price to be paid was $1102.58, of whic’ 
$375.00 is to be paid in cash and tho 
balance in three annual instalments 
with interest at 7%. 

Alderman Galbraith raised the ques- 
tion of the relief from penalties from 
taxation asked for by Mr. James F. 
Miller, but on a technical objection 
by Alderman McClure, Alderman Gal- 
braith agreed to postpone his propos- 
al until the beginning of the next 
year. 

The Mayor mentioned a case where 
he had authorized the purchase of 
coal and groceries for a family in the 
town which was in dire need owing to 
the illness of the husband. It is 
hoped that the Welfare Board will 
shortly be functioning and will Joo’ 
after such cages.

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A SHORT JOURNEY ON 
LAKE ATHABASCA — 
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By L. P. 

To the best of our knowledge, the 
only people left in the vast country 
were myself and an Indian. All other 
human beinge had left Stony ‘Rapids 
for Ford du Lac toreceive’ their 
treaty money. 

Perhaps I had better describe my 
companion. He was a man nearly six 
feet tall, rather loosely built, with a 
few black hairs on the upper lip, of 
which ‘he was very proud. I suppose 
there would not be more than two dozen 
at the most. His features were more 
inclined to be flat than aquiline, and, 
taking him altogether, he would not 
have much chance of first place in a 
beauty show. 

I forget his real name, but usually 
he was called John, and for some reae- 
on best known to himself called me 
“Poppa”; being a man of my own age 
it seemed rather unreasonable. Per- 
haps it was because I had helped him 
out on various occasions on account 
of his bad eyesight, which made it diffi- 
cult for him to make such a good fur 
catch ‘as the other Indians. Anyway, 
he seemed to appreciate my help and 
did lots of little things for me. 

In spite of his infirmity, he was of 
a most cheerful disposition, dancing 
and skipping about, and cutting all 
kind of capers, so much so that some- 
times I thought it was not only his 
eyes which were weak. 

John was not a fastidious eater. 
A fish that was fly blown made no 
difference to him. In fact, that seem- 
ed to give it extra relish: every man 
to his own taste, and if he liked such 
high flavoured meals it was none of 
my business, 

It had been early morning when the 
last Indian canoe was loaded. With 
the “Buck” in the stern, squaw in the 
bow, and each child with its own lit- 
tle paddle, they pushed off from the 
shore and headed downstream to the 
west. 

They were in an extra happy mood, 
though they are always a cheerful 
people, these Chipewayans. Treaty 
Time is a great event, for then all the 
different families meet again after the 
long winter and gossip like the rest 
of humanity. 

Some of the canoes were already 
round the point and out of sight near- 
ly a mile away. Soon the last one, 
taking advantage of the current, dis- 
appeared on the bend of the river, 
leaving my companion and myself 
and a dozen or more hungry dogs. 
Some of these were in such an 
emaciated condition that they could 
not keep up with their owners on the 
river, ‘having so much further to go 
along the shore. ~ 

I intended to leave the Rapids some 
time before evening, so we got busy, 
gathering up the various articles of 
every day use, such as axes, nets, 
etc., putting them inside the cabin, 
hanging those which might be dam- 
aged by mice from the ridge pole. By 
the time all was finished it was well 
past noon. We had everything 
ready for our journey to Ford du Lac, 
a distance of sixty miles, the place 
where the Treaty money ie paid. 

The means of travelling at our dis- 
posal were not of the best. We had 
two small flat bottomed boats (hav- 
ing sold a good canoe a month or so 
before). Both were made of the 
lumber, full of 
knots, and even after a good calking

tormented and enraged by men hired| burning sticks in to the lake, 


and pitching, none too water tight. 

The only reason we did not both 
use one boat was because they were 
not large enough, as we ‘had quite a 
few heavy bundles to take with us, 
also three dogs, two with me and ‘the 
other with John. 

About six o’clock we pushed off 
from the shore into the current and 
before long lost sight of the cabins as 
we went round the point. 

We took it easily as there was no 
great hurry. A day or so made no 
difference. We gave a pull on the 
oars just once in a while to keep in 
the current, letting the boats drift, as 
we knew we should get all the oar 
work we wanted, as soon as we got 
to the lake, which is only six or 6ev- 
en miles downstream. 

John was in high spirits, and I my- 
self was feeling in a very cheerful 
frame of mind, knowing that after the 
long winter, with no word from the 
outside world, in a few days I should 
hear ten months news, and perhaps 
see a paper which most likely the 
Treaty boat would bring in. John put 
in a great deal of time singing hymns 
in Chipewayan, so not knowing the 
language beyond a number of nouns, I 
did my best in English. No doubt if 
anyone had heard me, they would 
have said, “Yes, it’s time he went 
out.” 

By this time I found that the boat 
was not what one could exactly call 
water-tight, so I baled ‘ther out with an 
old can. John in the meantime took 
‘to the oars and was some distance 
ahead, having stopped singing, appar- 
ently finding that one can only doone 
job at a time really well. 

The lake had been in sight for some 
time, and soon we were at the mouth 
of the river, and whether we would 
or no, we ‘had to put out the oars. It 
was by no means easy work, the old 
box of a boat seemed dead, and I had 
to give strong pulls to make her move, 
and, what was worse, keep. giving 
them. 

After making about three miles on 
the lake, I thought it about time we 
pulled for shore and built a ffire, so, 
shouting to John, I headed for a sand 
beach some few hundred yards away 
and pulled the boat up from the water. 
Here was ample material for a fire 
and nice hard eand to build it on, so 
with the aid of a handful of dry 
spruce twigs, there was a fire just 
right for the tea. John, as he land- 
ed, brought up the kettle and . grub 
box, and in a short time had the for- 
mer on the end of a stick stuck in the 
ground, hanging in the midst of the 
blaze. 

Our supper was not such as fastidi- 
ous people would care to eat, consist- 
ing as it did of dried caribou meat, 
fresh figh and bannock—not that one 
could complain of the fish. John soon 
had the fish skewered on a sharp 
stick and smelling most appetizing as 
the fat dripped off to the ground. 
The pot by now was boiling and we 
started in, half the fish each and a 
slice of bannock, carrying on a con- 
versation which was of necessity lim- 
ited as I knew less Chipewayan than 
John did English, and often we resort- 
ed to making signs and drawing on 
the sand. 

The sun now was well in the north- 
west, sinking down to the rocky hillg 
on the north side of the lake. The 
further shore was already in deep 
shadows. Only the higher parts of 
the hills were visible, still standing 
out more clearly, it seemed to me, 
than earlier in the day. Save for a 
flock of ducks, flying rapidly near the 
surface of the lake, all was still. Not 
the faintest ripple could be seen. In 
places the water was almost of a 
pinkish shade, the sun in some way 
causing this rather unusual colour. 

Now there are more liable to be 
strong winds during the day than 
night on Lake Athabasca, so we de- 
cided to take advantage of the calm 
and travel on. Our boats would have 
been swamped in anything of a win], 
so putting the few things and dogs 
aboard, we pushed off into the lake, 
continuing our way west. 

We rowed steadily that night, with 
afew spells now and then to bale out 
the boats and take a smoke. Before 
we realized it, the sky began to lighten 
and the sun was soon above the hills 
to the north-east, for the nights here 
are very short during the month of 
June. With the rising of the sun a 
fair wind sprang up, so taking advan- 
take of it, I put up a sail which I had 
in readiness, and, steering with an 
oar, soon left John behind, as he ‘had 
not troubled to cut a pole for a mast. 
This was an unexpected pleasure for 
me, as the wind stayed just right for 
about twenty miles, then increaged in 
strength, and I decided to pull ashore 
and wait for John, who was now a 
small dark object in the distance. 
His boat having a lighter load than 
mine, he eventually arrived without 
taking any water. 

While waiting I cooked and ate my 
breakfast, leaving John’s ready for 
him. On landing, he made up for 
lost time and soon disposed of it. 

As the wind was getting stronger, 
and we no doubt should have been 
swamped if out on the lake, we put 
in the balance of the day sleeping. 
So tired were we after our night’a 
exertion, that the eun was well in 
the west before we woke up. The 
wind had dropped in the meantime, 
so we had supper, then placing our 
things in the boats, throwing the 
and 
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covering the ashes with sand, 
headed west once more. 

We had good going that evening 
until about ten miles from Ford du 
Lac, When a very strong wind arose 
and forced us to land. There we 
stayed for two days and nights, wait- 
ing for the storm to go down. 

About a quarter of a mile along the 
shore were two Indian families, in

waiting for the wind to go down. 
They would not venture out to their 
nets, and consequently had very little 
to eat. So of course they came to us, 
We sparing what we could, which 
was not much for four adults and 
seven children, The remainder we 
cached high up a tree, for their dogs 


were very hungry, most of them in a’ 


pitiful condition, everal hardly able 
to walk. They would ‘have cleaned 
us outin the matter of a few seconds, 
had it been within their reach. 

The morning of the third day wag 
calm and the lake in a mild frame of 
mind, so leaving the two families, who 
were still sleeping, we rolled up our 
tent, made a pot of tea, and were on 
the lake again in short time, as we 
were anxious to get some breakfast, 
having finfshed everything the night 
before. On arriving at Ford du Lac, 
John went to the Indian camp and I 
to the police quarters, where’ the 
white men usually hang out.

It was recently announced that a 
proposal had been made to develop a 
trade in horse meat with Holland. If 
that is done, it is to be hoped that 
there will be associated with it noth- 
ing like the cruelties which for long 
marked a similar trade between Eng- 
land and Belgium. The worn-out old 
horses exported to Belgium suffered 
so terribly in the crossing and on the 
other side that public opinion in Great 
Britain, both in and out of Parliament 
was roused, and as a result inspectors 
were appointed to see that no horse 
was shipped alive to Belgium, which 
was in such a condition as to be like 
ly to suffer either on the voyage or 
on the other side.

CROP RESULTS IN THE 
RED DEER DISTRICT 


The bulk of the threshing in thid 
district is now ‘finished, and it is 
satisfactory to hear from the farmers 
that on the whole the crops are turn: 
ing out quite well. The grades are 
low and there is much tough grain, 
but quantities are good and _ the 
prices realized are sufficient to give 
{the farmers a fair return for their 
work. The general opinion seemg toa 
be that the crop is much bette? than 
it looked et one period like being. The 
result should be an improvement in 
general business conditions in the 
district. The local elevators reporta 
good deal of grain coming into town 
now, and the C.P.R. yards are full of 
cars waiting to go on, and the freight 
trains service is very heavy as a re- 
sult. Owing to the embargo on the 
shipment of grain west to Vancouver 
for the present, no More cars are be 
ing accepted for that route till the 
embargo is raised. So far.the largest 
number of trains handled in one day 
in the Red Deer yards is 23.

SELLING SURPLUS 
POULTRY 


- Many poultry raisers have difficulty 
in disposing of their surplus cocker- 
els, pullets and old hens. This is not 
caused by a lack of demand for these 
birds but because they are so_ fre- 
quently marketed in such a condition 
as to be veny unattractive to the con- 
suming public. 

The ‘first requisite is a fleshy ‘bird. 
Chickens running at large all summer 
without being liberally fed cannot de 
fat nor tender. If shut up (prefer- 
ably in crates), and fed soft mash 
made up of ground oats and middlings 
mixed withskim milk for three weeks 
they will become fat and tender. 

Too often the bird is scalded and 
drawn before being marketed. This 
may be satisfactory for immediate use 
but not otherwise. The scalding leav- 
es the skin in such a condition that it 
is subject to infection and after a 
short time of exposure the flesh -be- 
gins to spoil. Removing the entraile 
has the same effect. The inside of 
the bird becomes exposed and the 
flesh soon spoils. The bird should h- 
fasted for a day before killing and 
killed by bleeding through the mouth 
It should then be dry-plucked not 
drawn, ‘and cooled as quickly as pos- 
sible. A well developed chicken fat- 
tened and killed in this way ie in de- 
mand by hotels, cafes and private 
families at any time of the year. 

The marketing of ‘hens is sometimes 
more difficult but the same general 
rules hold good. June is the best time 
to market them because eggs are 
eheap and meat is dear. Fattening is 
not generally necessary, but the fast- 
ing, killing and plucking is the same 
as for the younger birds. 

The matter may be summed up 
negatively with a number of dont’s: 

Don’t try to sell poor birds. 

Don’t take heads nor feet off, 

Don't scald. 

Don't draw. : 

Don’t sell old hens except when 
eggs are cheapest. 


THE PRODUCTION OF 
SEED GRAIN BY EX- 
‘PERIMENTAL FARMS 


The Experimental Farms operated 
by the Dominion Government through- 
out Canada aim to produce seed grain 
at a degree of excellence which is ob- 
tainable only through the exercise of 
very special care. This grain is de- 
signed for use by special seed grow- 
ers who wish to produce registered 
seed in commercial quantities. Reg: 
istered seed, as is now pretty gener- 
ally known, is the highest legal seed 
grade recognized by the Seeds Act of 
Canada. It is defined ag seed which. 
on field inspection, is found to be at 
least 99.95 per cent. true to variety. 
It must also have originated either 
from registered seed or from what is 
hnown as Elite Stock seed. The lat- 
ter class of seed, which must be at 
least 99.995 per cent. true to variety 
is the initial starting point of all reg- 
istered seed. From it registered seed 
is produced in the first place, a fact 
which emphasizes the great impor- 
tance of having Elite Stock seed all 
that the definition implies and requir- 
es. 

To make sure that the degree of 
purity and trueness to type required 
by Elite Stock seed has been attain. 
ed, a very careful inspection is neces: 
sary. So thorough must this inspec- 
tion be that it is not considered prac. 


ticable by the writer to attempt to 
vouch for any very large acreage as
